MRS, HART GET 
DIVORCE FROM 
PERFECT LOVER 


Freed in Cincinnati Court 
of Bonds to Man for 
Whom Mrs. Hall-Quest 
Left Her Husband. 


ALIMONY AGREED 
UPON OUT OF COURT 


Mrs. Hart to Receive $5000 
in Cash and One-Third 
of Hart’s Income Rest of 
Her Life. 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 13.—Mrs. 
Rosamund Hart obtained a di- 
vorce from Frederick William 
Hart, “perfect lover” of Mrs. Al- 
fred Lawrence Hall-Quest, in the 
Court of Domestic Relations, here 
today. 7 

Alimony, agreed upon out of 
court, consisted of $5000 cash and 
one-third of Hart’s income fcr the 
remainder of Mrs. Hart's life. 

Mrs. Hart is likewise to have 
possession of the furniture and ef- 
fects which were in the Hart apart- 
ment here. In the event that one- 
third of the Hart income exceeds 
$200 a month, the contract speci- 
fies that then his former wife is to 
receive one-third of the income. 
She is to be -given, in addition, 
$300 for attorneys’ fees and court 
costs. ' 

Judge Charles L. Hoffman im- 
mediately after the hearing of tes- 
timony granted Mrs. Hart the de- 
cree*on the ground of extreme 
cruelty. 

Throughout the case the name 
of Mrs. Shirley Hall-Quest came 
in -for frequent mention. Hart 
himself did not appear in the 
courtroom, although dispatches 
stated that he left Chicago Sunday 
night ostensibly for Cincinnati. In 
consequence of his failure to put 
in an appearance, Judge Hoffman 
said that, although he had granted 
the divorce, he would not issue the 
formal decree until Tuesday. This, 
however, is but a technicality out 
of regard to divorce court custom. 

It was for love of Hart. that Mrs. 
Hall-Quest left her husband, the 
Pittsburg University dean. Hall- 
Quest obtained a divorce. 

Affections Alienated. 

Pale, with her voice but a whis- 
per, Mrs. Hart gave testimony 
which absolved her husband from 
bonds that had become irksome. 
She told of the alienation of her 
husband's affections for Mrs. Hall- 
Quest. 

She and Hart were born in Lon- 
don, England, she said, and mar- 
ried there Aug. 23, 1905. After 
they had come to Cincinnati to live, 
she said, she found out about the 
other woman. 

Responding to the question of 
her attorney, Mrs. Hart said that 
she talked to her husband about 
this woman. “He admitted that he 
loved her,’ she said, “and said h- 
could not change’ his mind.” 

His associations with Mrs. Hall- 
Quest continued until May ot 1922. 
Mrs. Hart said. Then her husband 
took her to England. He gave as 
an excuse for this, she said, that he 
wanted time “to think it over.’’ 
They went to London. 

“We were there but two weeks,” 
Mrs. Hart related. “Then he said 
he was going back to Cincinnati. 
He didn’t say why. He left me in 
London. He came back to Cincin- 
nati, and resumed his associations 
with Mrs. Hall-Quest. He wrote 
me, saying he could no longer live 
with me as his wife. 

“Couldn’t Live With’ Me.” 

“I don’t know how long he re- 
mained here. Then he went to 
Chicago some time in November. 
Mrs. Hall-Quest went with him. 
They have lived in Chicago since 
then. He said to me he couidn’'t 
live with me any longer because of 
his love for this other woman. He 
admitted he was .living with her. 
He said, ‘I expect to marry her as: 
soon as I get a divorce.’” 


Prof. Alexander Wilson, a profes- 
sor at the University of Cincinnati, 
said on the witness stand that he 
knew both the Harts. He was fa- 
miliar with their family life, he 
said. He described Mrs. Hart as 
being a woman of very high stand- 
ing.

Bolin resided at 2236 B street, 
Granite City, and was 38 years old.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct 13.— 
findiana is In much better shape 
for John W. Davis than it was 
when he first visited the state three 
weeks ago. At that time the Re- 
publicans were claiming it by 200,- 
000. They have revised this esti- 
mate materially downward. One 
recent poll gave the state to Cool- 
idge by 40,600—a narrow margin 
in a state with the voting strength 
of Indiana. 

It was obvious from the time the 
Davis party _reached Richmond, 
Ind., Saturdiy that in the Interim 
between the two Davis trips, the 
Democrats had taken on new cour- 
age.

CLAUSE OF TARIFF LAW 
VIOLATES CONSTITUTION 
OF U. S., DAVIS SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 13. 

T is the opinion of John W. 

Davis, Dembdcratic nominee 

for the: presidency and for- 
mer president of the American 
Bar Association, that the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff bill vio- 
lates the Constitution of the 
United States. Davis ane- 
nounced his belief in an attack 
made here on the tariff act and 
reiterated yesterday that the law 
“not only violates the Consti- 
tution of the United States but 
also violates one of the deepest 
traditions of the liberty-loving 
peoples of the world.” 

In support of this contention 
the candidate cited the clause 
in the bill which, he said, gave 
the President uncontrolled dis- 
cretion to raise tariff rates or 
lower them as much as 50 per 
cent. It made no, difference, — 
he pointed ot, that the act had 
stated that the President must 
be advised by the Tariff Board 
before rates specified in the bill 
were changed. 

The clause was written into 
the law, Davis charged, to give 
the people an “anesthetic while 
they swallowed it.’”’ 

The tariff was nothing more 
than a tax and the Fordney- 
McCumber bill, he added, had 
given the President “power to 
raise or lower that tax orf the 
American people by 50 per cent 
without going to Representa- 
tives for permission.”” Davis de- 
clared the result of this legis- 
lation had been. to “put your 
necks back under the yoke that 
| we shook off centuries ago.”

today to the shores of Lake Ge- 
neva we would find there erected a 
tablet in memory of that _ plain 
American, on which there would 
be inscribed to him, with the grate- 
ful remembrance of 54 nations of 
the world, the honor of having 
pointed them the way to lasting 
peace. 

“Who of us knew in November, 
1912, that Woodrow Wilson was to 
become the founder of the League 
of Nations? 

“And so, my dear friends, this is 
no light decision that confronts us. 
For myself, as one personally in- 
volved in this decision, IE confess 
to you tonight that I shrink before 
the awfulness of the moment.” 

The tribute to oodrow Wilson 
brought roup4é and round of cheers 
from the audience of more than 
10,000. 

Many Negroes Hear Him. 

Davis has been told here that 


there is a strong drift of negroes to 
the Democratic ticket in Indiana.

He gave them something 
to think about in the portion of his 
remarks dealing with the constitu- 
tional guarantees of freedom of 
speech, freedom of assembly, free- 
dom of the press, immunity from 
unlawful search and seizure and the 
right of the individual to worship 
hia Maker in any way he chooses. 
He repeated the assertion he has 
often made that these rights must 
not be Jeopardized by giving Con- 
gress the power to overrule the 
courts.

They must change and alter 
atfd progress with the changing 
needs of men; and no nation has 
ever been so wise, so profound, so 
foresighted, that it could anticipate 
the needs of the generations that 
were to follow and bind them in a 
straight-jacket of unchangeable’ 
law. 

“What are the pictures of his- 
tory about that? What was it that 
brought on the Cromwellian revo- 
lution in England? Corruption, On 
the one hand, and an_  insensiate 
conservatism on the other. What 
was it that brought on the French 
revolution with all its terrors? 
Corruption in government, con- 
servatism and privilege in high 
places, rfding with iron hoofs over 
the suffering and the misery of 
the peasantry of France.
